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JUSTUS GOEBEL WHAT DAMAGE MEANS. 



Speaks At Unveiling of Monument 
of Wm. Goebel and Burial 
of Arthur. 

The unveiling of the monument 
in memory of Wm. Goebel and the 
burial of Arthur Goebel took place 
•at the Frankfort cemetery Tiiurs 
day, February 3, on the tenth an 
niversary of the death of Win. 
Goebel. Owing to very inclement 
weather which prevailed at Frank- 
fort, immediately after the unveil- 
ing and burial the assembly went 
to the opera house, where the ora 
tions were delivered. The speak 
were: Ex-Gov. J. C. W. Beckhan 
was master of ceremonies. He 
spoke first, followed by ex-Gov. 
Jas. B. McCreary. Both were 
highly eulogistic. They were fol- 
lowed by Justus Goebel, brother 
of the deceased. 

JUSTUS UOEBEl/s SPEECH. 

"Friends, in view of what ha:; 
transpired in our midst since I 
last stood face to face with you 
ten years ago, I would be ungrate- 
ful and disloyr.! to you, the living, 
and to my brothers, dead, if I did 
not, in spite of impaired health, 
on this occasion marshal my re- 
maining strength and raise my 
weakened voice to protest. 

Here he gave extract from a 
speech made when Wm. Goebel 
was buried, as follows : 

"As the mortal remains of the 
kindest, gentlest and most loving of 
sons and brothers are consigned to 
their resting place, I want to say 
a last word to you. Your friend, 
my brother, lies dead before }0U, 
murdered for his devotion to the 
cause of the people. Should not 
Kentucky now and here swear by 
his blood that her sons will tee 
justice done to those concerned in 
his foul, taking off I If you fail in 
this your laws are dead letters. 

"If he could speak he would 
say now, as oft before, 'Let the law 
take its oourse.' 

"Willi designing men of high 
station be permitted to use igno- 
rant outlaws to furnish their am- 
bitions, and when that ambition is 
disappointed turn red-handed mur- 
derers loose under the very roof 
of i be executive building'; 

GUILTY IN HIGH im.acks. 

"Shall the gulity in high places 
be uncovered I Shall the honor 
of the State bo restored I ( )r shall 
his life blood, spilt on your Capi- 
tol Square, be dried up by the 
sun, washed away by the rains 
and life sacrilice be forgotten <" 

"Measured by the highest stum 
ard of men. the grandest tribute 
possible to be paid him to whom 
you have been so loyal, is to tight 
for the principles for which he lay 
down his life as he fought for 
them. To you, sons of Kentuc ky, 
I submit these question*. 

"Brother, farewell until we 
meet in the better world where 
OUtltWfl cannot be hired, where 
crime is unknown, wheie rest 
comes. 

"Mother, brother, you have 
gone before, we shall join you. 

Resuming the speech of the 3rd 
he said : 

"You know what has come to 
pass since then. You know, in 
three t rials of Caleb I'owers, three 

of James B. Howard, and one ,.r 
Henry K. Youtsey, SI citizens who 
composed those seven juries said 
by their verdict, 'guilty,' that 
there was conspiracy and that 'the 
guilty in high places hid been un- 
covered." 
"Those verdicts, undisturbed, 

would have meant the restoration 
of the honor of our State. 

"In six opinions of the Court of 
Appeals of Kentucky in these 
cases, never once has it been 
hinted that there was do evience

LEGISLATIVE NEWS. 

Some Bills Passed and Others 
Recommended. 

We give some of the proceeding 
of Wednesday of last week. On 
Wednesday afternoon both Houses 
adjourned until Monday. 

The Senate at Frankfort passed 
the "anti-laudanum bill" by 39 to 
10. It provides that no opium or 
any of its admixtures, including 
laudanum, can be sold except on 
physician's prescrintion and the 
prescription can only be used 
once. Also the bill providing a 
State Board of Examiners to ex- 
amine applicants for license to 
practice law, and the bill appro- 
priating 130,000 a year for a State 
Board of Health, the money to be 
used to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease, passed the Senate unani- 
mously. 

The Senate appropriated $4,100 
for extra help in the two Houses, 
the bill requiring reports from 
physicians giving vital statistics. 

The two Houses heard a short 
address from Senator James B. 
McCreary. 

The Houses adjourned from 
Wednesday until Monday. The 
committees will visit the State 
schools and charitable institutions.

The House called on Senator 
.lames B. McCreary for an ad- 
dies. Senator McCreary spoke of 
the magnificent new capitol. He 
spoke affectionately of the old 
capitol. where he was Speaker of 
the House and also Governor. He 
commended the House for its 

stand in tavor ot the income tax 
amendment to the constitution. 
Senator McCreary also spoke of 
the movement for universal peace, 
with which he is associated and 
explained the purpose of the 
American Peace and Arbitration 
League.

An act making it lawful for per- 
sons to sign agreements to refrain 
from growing any crop: a resolu- 
tion allowing i860 to tiie ministers 
of Frankfort: an act providing 
punishment for fruit tree venders 
who misrepresent goods; an ad 
making kidnaping a capital 

an act appropriating $19,000 for a 

Negro normal school. 

The Klair bill appropriating 
$75,000 to establish a medical 
school in connection with State 
University wai reported favorably 

and the I louse adjourned. 

The Perry bill, providing a BOW 

penalti for criminal assaidt was 

reported adversely an. I killed by a 

large majority of ti„. House mem- 
bars. The Mabin bill, providing 

that the judge instead of the jury 
shall li\ the penalty in criminal 
cases, except where the punish- 
ment k death or confinement in 

the penitentiary for life, was re- 
ported without recommendation.

When the lifeless body of Gov- 
ernor Wm. Goebel lay in state at 
the Capitol Hotel in Frankfort 
ten years ago the writer prompted 
by that regard and respect for the 
State's Chief Executive which 
should characterize every citizen, 
joined the thousands who for the 
last time looked into the face of 
the man who in such scenes of 
turmoil and danger had been call- 
ed from earthly honors. 

Ten years have come and gone, 
fraught with events some of which 
have not been an unmixed honor 
to our State. They are familiar 
to Kentuckians and we do not 
care to review them. 

On the 10th anniversary of his 
death we went again to Frankfort 
DO Thursday of last week, Feb. 8, 
to attend the unveiling of a monu- 
ment in his memory erected by 
the voluntary offerings of many- 
friends in Kentucky and else- 
where, and also to attend at same 
time and place the burial of his 
devoted brother, Arthur Goebel, 
who had spent much of his time 
and fortune and strength to bring 
to a merited punishment the slay- 
ers of his brother. 

We had hoped that the sun 
would shine, lending a bright- 
ness to the scene, and causing the 
visitors to forget somewhat the 
tragic events before, during, and 
since his death. The Omnipotent, 
who rules the seasons decreed 
otherwise, and the commemora- 
tive service and burial took place 
under darkened heavens, tierce 
with storm and piercing winds. 

The burial was first announced 
for 10 o'clock followed by un- 
veiling. A change of plans and 
waiting for a train with Cincinnati 
friends delayed the exercises. 
Many left before the service be- 
gan. The writer viewed the 
silent foim in the casket resting 
in the cemetery chapel, then sat 
for one-half hour in the presence 
of the dead, and at 1 1* : 1 5 saw the 
casket bourne to the grave. Here 
the band played, the burial took 
place. Miss Lillie Goebel loosened 
the cord that freed the monument 
of its covering, and the assembly 
sought refuge from the severe 
weather by gomg to the opera

It appears from the statement 
made by attorneys for the 1'20 
creditors of Anna Gould scattered 
all over Europe and the United 
States, that during the first four 
years of her married life with 
Count De Castellane she became 
responsible for dekts amounting to 
neariy $t>.w0,000. 

To jruard her against a similar 
experience with DeSagan her law- 
yers drew up a marriage contract 
exempting her income from obli 
gatioDs hanging over him when she 
became his wife. The four trus- 
tees of the Gould estate— George 
J., Edward, Howard and Helen- 
gave their consent to the marriage. 

Without the consent of the ma- 
jority of the trustees she would 
have forfeited under the terms of 
her father's will one half of her 
share estimated at 180,000,000.
